The 
ceremony took place at a public con 
History of the Sacred College, held at 
the Vatican, and tile new princes of 
the church consisted of the thirteen 
prelates who were created cardinals 
last Monday and Monsignor Hornig, 
archbishop of Veszprima, 
Hungary, 
who was elevated to thep urple last 
December but who had not as yet re­ 
ceived tho hat. 
The ceremony this morning was the 
most elaborate which has been held 
at the Vatican since the 
November 
consistory of 1911, when amongst the 
eighteen cardinals created 
at 
that 
time, there were three Americans. The 
presence of all three of the latter, 
namely Cardinals Farley, Falconio and 
O’Connel, as well as Cardinal Gibbons 
of Baltimore, contributed toward mak­ 
ing today’s consistory notable, as the 
presence of American 
cardinals 
at 
Romo has at all times aroused an in­ 
terest and enthusiasm which that of 
other cardinals fails to engender. 
The attendance today was also most 
unusual, this being the season of tile 
year, 
just 
following 
Easter, 
when 
Rome is filled with pilgrims and tour­ 
ists from all parts of the world. The
